AN OUTLINE OF THE MESSAGE. 


A Conference Decides to Make a Poll on the 
Silver Question — Moncey Brokers 
Obtaining High Rates 
for Currency. 


By Telegraph to The Times. : 

WASHINGTON, Auge. 7.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The extra session 
of Congress assembled at noon. The 
assembling was of special interest, be- 
cause. for the first time in a third of 
a century, the Democratic party is in 
control of yall departments. and because 
the national legislature has convened 
to deal with one of the gravest ques- 
tions which has confronted the nation 
since the civil war. 

While the responsibilitv for the re- 
Sults is on the Democrats. it is also 
true that the questions at issue will 
not be fought on strict party lines, as 
the parties are divided on it geograph- 
ically. The anomaly is shown of men 
on each side of the free coinage propo- 
sition in the ranks of the Democrats, 
Republicans, Populists and Greenback- 
ers alike. This was a fruitful theme 
of discussion while the members were 
assembling, and«many congratulations 
were passed that the fight had heen 
taken out of the domain of rigid party 
politics, with a likelihood that it will 
be discussed mor nearlv in the light 
of pure reason. 

The first thing on assembling in 
both houses was the reading of the 
President's proclamation convening 
Congress in extra session. This was 
followed by a call of names of the 
members elected. 

In the House, when Michigan was 
reached in calling the roll. the clerk 
stated that since the credentials of 
Richardson, of the Fifth District, were 
received and entered on the roll, there 
had been a change in the State officers, 
and these had given a certificate to 
Belknap. The clerk added that he re- 
fused to strike out Richardson's name 
and now left the matter in the hands 
of the House. 

There were 366 members found to be 
present. The clerk then announced 
that the election of Speaker was next 
in‘order. Holman placed Crisp in nom- 
ination; Henderson of Illinois named 
Tom Reed on behalf of the Republi- 
cans, and Jerry Simpson was nomi- 
nated on behalf of the Populists. The 
tellers took the vote, which resulted: 
Crisp, 214; Reed, 122; Simpson, 7. Crisp 
was declared to be elected amid great 
applause, and was conducted to the 
chair by his late opponents. 

On assuming the chair, Crisp thanked 
the House for the honor, and promised 
to discharge his duties with fidelity, 
courtesy and impartiality. 

The oath was then administered by 
O'Neill of Massachusetts, after which 
the Speaker administered the oath to 
the members, Mr. Richardson of Mich- 
igan, on an objection by Mr. Burrows 
(Rep.,) being requested to stand aside 
till the House was fully organized. 

After the others had taken the oath, 
Mr. O'Farrell of Virginia offered a reso- 
lution that Mr. Richardson be sworn 
in. Mr. Burrows offered a resolution 
for the swearing in of Mr. 
on the ground that Mr. Richardson's 
credentials had been annulled by the 
Supreme Court of the State. Action on 
both resolutfons was pobtponed till 
Tuesday. 

The officers of Ahe Housel nomi- 
nated hy the Democratic caucus of 
Saturday were then elected and sworn 
in. A committee was appointed to no- 
tify the President that the House was 
organized and ready to hear from him. 

When the drawing for seats was con- 
cluded it was ordered that the daily 
hour of meeting be noon of each day. 
Mr. O'Farrell gave notice that, tomor- 
row, immediately after the reading of 
the journal, he would call up the Mich- 
igan prima facie election case. The 
House then adjourned.

THEIR POLICIES. 


The Lines Upon Which the Different Factions 
Will Operate. 

WASHINGTON, ‘Aug. 7—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) For the first time in 
many years the anti-free-coinage men 
are the aggressive element in the 
House of Representatives. Since the 
demonetization of silver in 1875, the 
silver mén been an aggressive 
element in @very Congress, and have 
‘yearly demanded that atonement be 
offered for ** the crime of 1873," and 
that silver be restored to its place as 
a money metal. The militant spirit of 
the free-coinage element is still to the 
front, but there has suddenly appeared 
an equally aggressive spirit among the 
hitherto conservative anti-free-coinage 
men, who have suddenly assumed the 
aggressive and demand that the pur- 
chasing clausé «f the Sherman act be 
repealed, and that it be done uncondi- 
tionally and at ence. 

The leader of this element is a man 
who ‘never follows, but always leads, 
Hon. Bourke Cockran of New York. 
He has. been known for many years 
as a high chieftain of Tammany, and 
as one of the greateet of the 
day; but now he appears in a new 
role, the popularly-recognized chanm- 
pion of the President's financial policy 
in the halls of «‘ongress. It is the eéle- 
ment that has (ockran at its head 
that to@ay heim: the Weck Nag aid 
declares nO quarter to the advocates 
of free coinage. 


Day before yesterday Mr. Cock- 
ran went to Mr. Culberson = of 
Texas and Mr. Bland, and _ stated 
that the anti-silver men were 


willing to start in with a discussion of 
the silver question, on the second day 
of the session, without referring it for 
the consideration of, or for a report 
from, any committee. 

The underlying motive is said to be 
the fear that Crisy will give the silver 
men a majority of the Coinage Com- 
mittee. He urged upon the silver 
leaders that t» wait for the commit- 
tee’s report would be to delay action: 
that it would be at least two weeks, 
probably three, before any committees 
will be announced. 

Mr. Culberson told Mr. Cockran that 
he would not agree to the proposition. 
He believed the silver men could get 
their views before the country in very 
much better shape if embodied in a 
report from a majority of the Commit- 
tee on Coinage. 

Mr. Cockran said he was willing to 
jump into the middle of the discus- 
sion at once. He would agree that 
there should be no closure; that every 
man should say everything he had to 
say on the subject of silver without 
interruption, and, attheend of the dis- 


cussion, there should be a vote on ev- 
ery proposition. 
Mr. Bland, also, was not favorable 


to the proposition. According to Mr. 
Bland, no agreement upon the subject 
of the silver debate in the House is 
probable just vet. He said this even- 
ing tO a reporter of the Associated 
Press that Mr. Cockran and himself 
had been talking about the matter, 
but no authorized proposition had 
been made, and no conclusion reached. 

“T told Cockran,” said Bland, ‘that 
I would consult with those interested 
with me in regard to the question, but 
I have not yet boen able to do so.”

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Heating and Ventilation of the 
High School Discussed. 


A Number of Propositions Presented—The 
Usual Fight Between the Fac- 
tions—Mr. Stein's Ex- 
penses. 


The Board of Education held a spe- 
cial meeting last night for the purpose 
ot receiving bids for the heating and 


ventilating of the High School. The 
full board was present. 

Baker Iron Works, specifications No. 
1, for improved system of blower and 
exhaust fan with cooling chamber for 
summer use, $7400; No. 2, for low 
pressure steam, with direct, indirect or 
window radiation, $4600; No. 8, fora 
svstem of hot air furmace heating, 
$1000, 

Western Heating and Ventilating 
Company, warming and ventilating ap- 
paratus in accordance with plans sub- 
mitted, $9178.50. 

Newell Bros., low-pressure steam 
heating and ventilating system, $6562. 

KE. D. Hough appeared for the Baker 
Iron Works and gave a somewhat tech- 
nical description of the three systems 
of ventilation proposed. He believed 
that one of these three systems should 
be used. 

J. B. Badger argued that the Smead 
system, as offered by the Western Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Company, was the 
best that could be obtained, while 
William Newell spoke in favor of the 
system proposed to be put in by Newell 
Bros. 

After these had finished speaking the 
Building Committee presented a re- 
port, giving in detail what they had 
seen ina visit to the school buildings at 
San Bernardino. 

Messrs. Stein and Ashman recited 
their experiences in visiting Oakiand 
and San Francisco schools, inspecting 
the Smead and other systems. 

Dr. Wills said that ventilation was a 
secondary matter. For about four 
months ina yearit was necessary to 
have some warmth if not much. A sys- 
tem of cheap heating was needed. He 
believed that all of these bids were far 
above the mark. People were com- 
plaining about hard times, and it 
was not now intended that the board 
should spend $4000 or $7000 for the 
mere heating and ventilating of one of 
its school buildings. It was preposter- 
ous the way the wealthiest men in the 
city would take advantage of every 
loophole to avoid taxation, as§was ap- 
parent from their action when they 
came before the Board of Equalization. 
It was noticeable that many of those 
who paid the least _taxes raised the 
greatest kick 

Mrs. Hughes said that, as Mr. Stein 
had remarked in speaking of himself, 
she liked to buy the best of everything, 
but, unfortunately, she could not. al- 
ways get it. She thought that the 
second proposal made by the Baker 
lron Works for $4600 should be ac- 
cepted. lf they (the members of the 
board) could not get what they wanted, 
— should have the best they could 


Mr. Ste.n said that there was a great 
how! because of the expense necessary 
to carry on the schools, Other depart- 

ents of the city were being carried on 

t amuch more expensive rate, yet 


there was not near as much said about 


them as about the schools. He be- 
lieved that a more liberal policy should 
be exhibited in educational matters. 

Dr. Wills spoke ayain in reference to 
ventilation. He argued that in this 
country it should be secondary to heat- 
ing. Foul air aid not kill as much as 
was supposed. He did not want to be 
understood as not being in favor of 


good ventilation, but believed that a 


strict economy should be exerciséd. .- 

Mr. Patty said that to expend $9000 
would be to go beyond what was al- 
lowed in the amount estimated. 

Mr. .Trask said that he wanted to 
have a good system or none at all. He 
would not vote for any cheap system. 
To be parsimonious was not economy. 
He had last winter visited the High 
School and fonnd two of the teachers 
away because sick. 

Dr. Wills moved that the bid No. 2 
($4600) of the Baker Iron Works, be 
accepted. 

Mr. Platt moved to amend so as to 
postpone action till the next meeting. 

The amendment was declared carried, 
and then, of course, came the motion 


as amended. This 


was carried in 


about seven seconds more, after which 
Mr. Trask rose and remarked that it 
left matters in different shape from 
what was intended. As the minutes 
must now stand, action would be post- 
poned till the next meeting, but the bid 
of the Baker Iron Works, according to 
plan No. 2, must be accepted at that 


Somebody moved, as a substitute for 


the motion jnst passed, that the consid- 
eration of the bids be deferred till the 
next meeting.

committee of Glendale citizens met 
(ventral Manager T. B. Burnett at his 
office late yesterday afternoon. They 
were a few of the ‘‘commuters”’ who 
travel daily between Glendale and this 
city, and they went to headquarters 
to protest against the management's 
reduction of train service on their 
branch. By the new time card, which 
went into effect yesterday, the first 
train to leave Glendale in the niorning 
was changed from 7:25 to 9:45. By 
the old arrangement they could ‘reach 
the city at § o'clock, in time for busi- 
ness, but by the present schedule they 
cannot get here before a little after 
19. The committee did not object to 
the taking off of the noon train each 
way, as they realized the fact that it 
was run at a loss; but they claim that 
unless the early morning train is re- 
stored it will he a death blow to Glen- 
dale as a home for Los Angeles busi- 
ress men. The general manager 
listened to the complaint and then ex- 
plained that it was necessary for the 
company to economize in train ser- 
vice where it was possible, but he 
would look over the matter to ser 
what could be done to satisfy the com- 
muters. In the meantime some of the 
Glendale people who must be in the 
city before 10 o'clock will drive in. 
THE PASADENA FRANCHISE. 
General Manager K. H. Wade, 
the Southern California lines, 
General Manager T. B. Burnett, of the 
Los Angeles Terminal, were at Pasa- 
dena yesterday to meet with the City 
Council; but, as a full board was not 
present, the meeting was postponed 
one week. There was to have been 
made another effort to induce the two 
roads to reduce rates between Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles. It will be re 
membered that the Council, some time 
ago, permitted the roads to raise the 
rates, on the plea of the Terminal 
road that the company was losing 
money at the old and lower rate. The 
Council, after a stormy fight, per- 
mitted the increase for a limited time, 
which has expired. It seems particu- 
larly inappropriate just now to de- 
mand a decrease in rates when the 
railroads are having worse times than 
ever before. The city of Pasadena 
compels the Terminal road to run 
twelve trains each way daily, whether 
the business warrants or not, and 
South Pasadena requires that every 
train shall stop at that station, 
whether there are or not any ple 
to get on or off. Business is not very 
good just now with the Términal, and, 
with Pasadena and South Pasadena’s 
demands for lower rates, and the lat- 
ter’s threats to tear up the company’s 
tracks, the road is beset with trouble.

So many pas- 
senger agents are working for this 
business and might work the meet- 
ing and the voters in a political style, 
it is quite likely that prospective mem- 
bers will be asked to deposit a little 
cash as a guarantee of good faith, to 
forfeit if they fail to abide by the 
majority vote. Otherwise the ‘vote 
will amount to little and the pros- 
pective tourists may feel divided in 
their preferences of routes. 

NREDUCING ITS HOURS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 7.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Southern Pa- 
Railway Company today issued 
an order reducing the number of 
working days of men employed in the 
shops from six to four, of eight hours 
each. The .order affects over four 
thousand employees, who will, until 
further notice, take a vacation on 
Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays. 

The Southern Pacific had found it 
necessary to retrench during the stag- 
nation in transportation business, and 
concluded that it would be better to 
limit the working days of all con- 
cerned rather than to make the neces- 
sary retrenchment by the summary 
dismissal of one-third of its shop 
force. The new order, it is said, will 
effect a saving to the railway of $100,000 
per month. 

It affects blacksmiths, boiler-makers, 
stationary engineers and firemen, ma- 
chinists, painters, 
various helpers at the following places:

The next extensive outbreak of the 
financial epidemic was in Australia, 
where a big real estate boom, which 
had been in progress for several years, 
collapsed, creating general depression 
and throwing many thousands of peo- 
ple out of employment. Shortly after- 
wards came numerous failures of lead- 
ing banks in Australia. with enormous 
liabilities. This caused general dtsas- 
ter in England, whence Australia, in 
common with the other British cole- 
nies, draws most of her funds 

Add to these facts a series of most 
unfortunate seasons for the farmers 
in Europe, with hay selling at $350 a 
ton, and the smallest area ever planted 
to wheat in Great Britain, and it is 
not surprising that in these days, when 
the business of the world is so inti- 
mately Knitted together, the financial 
depresson should, in due course. have 
worked its

Each Contributor is His Own Editor—The 
“Record” is in Fact Not a Record 
of What is Said in Con- 
gressional Debates.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—On the 8th 
day of August Washington will have 
another daily paper—a paper with 
the most distinguished list of con- 
tributors of any journal published in 
the United States. it will not be a 
new paper—only one that suspended 
publication last’ March when the Sen- 
ate adjourned sine die after its special 
session. It is a rather irregular paper 
at all tines. Some weeks it publishes 
seven editions, and. séme weeks only 
four or five. This is not because the 
editor is off on a@ lark somewhere, or 
incapacilatel for work. it is a paper 
full of opinions—in fact, it contains 
very little else; but none of these 
opinions represent the views of the 
paper. Its mission more distinctly 
than that of any other paper in the 
world perhaps, is (not) to print the 
news. 

This paper, which begins publication 
on the Sth of Augu&t, is the Congres- 
sional Record—the official reporter of 
debates in the Senate and House of 
Representatives. The first day of the 
session of Congress being the 7th 
of August, the Record will be issued 
on the morning of the Sth with a 
stenographic report of all that was 
done or said in the two houses the 
day before. It will Be published every 
morning following a session of either 


house; but when there is no session 
of Congress, there will be no issue 
of the Congressional Record on the 


following day. 

The Record is a paper without an edi- 
tor. It realizes. that blissful- ideal of 
every newspaper writer that each con- 
tributor shall edit his own copy. 
There are 356 contributors in the 
House and eighty-eight in the Senate. 
Not all of them dictate their contribu- 
tions. Many of these are furnished 
in original manuscript. Some are 
even set up several days in advance 
of publication. But whether the mat- 
ter is reported by the official steno- 
graphers of Congress or is furnished 
in manuscript by the Senator or mem- 
the Honse, the author of it 
has the right to give it careful re- 
vision in the proof before it appears 
in the Reeord. 

The Congressjonal Record is a com- 
paratively new institution. In fact, 
reporting all the speeches made in 
Congress verbatim has been done for 
only forty-five years,» The oWginal 
debates of Cotigres@ owérr feported in 
long hand afd briefly 
sketched. In little 
more than the journal of the House 
or the Senate is today. Before the 
Capitol could boast of a daily paper 
the debates of Congress were pub- 
lished in the Natlonal Intelligenger, 
Which was the suceessop to the 
Independent Gazetteer, published 
in Vhiladelphia..-by .»Saanuel 4H: 
Smith and ‘removed: Wash- 
ington in 1800. Smiths partner in 

futelligencer was Joseph Gales. 
The father of Gales had been the or- 
iginal editor of the Gazeteer, and he 
had made some shorthand reports for 
the paper of the debates in Congress. 
The Intelligencer was published tri- 
weekly, when, in 1819, young Gales be- 
came the sole proprietor. §He took his 
brother-in-law, Seton, in part- 
nership, and in Je 1813, they 
began the issue of the Intelligencer as 
a daily paper. They obtained permis- 
sion of Congress to report. the debates 
and one of them sat on the floor of the 
Ilouse and the other on the floor of 
the Senate taking notes during the 
session. Most of their reports were 
only dn outline, but seme of them were 
verbatim... One of the. debates, which 
they reported in full, was the memor- 
able one betwe@n Hayne and Webster. 
The original notes Hayne’'s 
speech, interlined by him, are still in 
the posession of the Gales family. The 
Inteiligeneer was filed at the Capitol 
and in the executive departments, and 
was the official organ of Congres. It 
lost that position in 1820,.but continued 
publication as a daity paper until 1869. 

From 1820 to 1833 the debates of 
Congress were published: partly in the 
Union and partly in’ the Intelligencer. 
Then a contract was let’for the publi- 
cation of what was known as the Con- 
gressional Globe, in which appeared 
the reports of the debates of Congress 
and the advertisements @ the govern- 
ment. The Congressional Globe was 
published until March’ 4, 1873, when the 
Congressional Record was established. 
The full report of the’ proceedings of 
Congress by stenographic notes began 
in 1848, and when the contract with 
the printers of the Globe expired a 
resolution was adopted continuing the 


were 


corps of Globe teporters and = al- 
lowing them the same compensation 
that 


was paid to the official reporters 
of committees. Dennis Murphy, 
who has charge of the Senate report, 
was one of the reporters’ for the Globe. 
He had been on the staff of the Union 
and of the Intelligencer before and 
had been a reporter af debates from 
1848. Dr. Brown, now qhe of the House 
reporters, was a reporter for the Con- 
xressional Giobe from 1854 until it was 
sore by the Congressional Rec- 
ord. 

The proceedings of Congress are so 
elaborately reported now that it takes 
ten or twelve bulky volumes to record 
the business of a single session. The 
last issue of the Record, reporting the 
proceedings of the Fifty-second Con- 
gress, contains about fifteen thousand 
pages. ‘The bulkiness of the publica- 
tion now is due in a great measure 
to the pernicious pracfice of giving 
“leave to print.””. This is never done 
in the Senate because the Senators 
still preserve the amiable tradition 
that they listen to one another's 
speeches. Kut in the House, where 
more than three hundred and fifty 
men have the right te claim the floor, 
and wherey one-half the business of a 
session fails because there is no time 
to consider It, it is not possible to lis- 


bers Want to make. Often these 
speeches are to be ef some political 
value to speech-maker. Fre- 
quently they are made, not for the 
benetit of the members or for the 
benetit of the country,’ but to adver- 


tise the speech-maker among his con- 
stituents. When a speech has, been 
printed in the Congressional Record 
it goes down to history as though it 
had been delivered on the floor of the 
House. Of course, this destroys all 
the historic accuracy of*the Congres- 
sional Record. The Congressmen who 
are continually looking for motes in 
the eyes of the reporters in the press 
gallery would better take this. beam 
out of their own. 

But the publication of speeches that 
have never been made is not one-half 
so bad as the ‘editing’ of speeches that 
have been made. Not only are ad- 
ditions made, but important state- 
ments are cut out; and the speech as 
it appears in the. Congressional 
Record is often not recognizable as 
the speech delivered on the floor of 
the louse. Thus, for historic pur- 
poses, the files of, the daily papers 
are far more valuable than this of- 
ficial publication of the. “verbatim” 
report of. the debates in Congress. 

it takes eleven reporters. to, handle 


the proceedings of House and Senate. 
In the Senate, Chief Reporter Murphy 
receives $25,000 a year, and hires his 
own assistants. In the House’ the 
salaries range from $5000 down. There 
are five men in the Senate and six 
in the House. They do not all work 
at once, And they do not transcribe 
any of their notes. Each reporter 
takes notes until he is relieved by an- 
other. Usually the relays are ten 
minutes apart. The new man picks 
up the debate where he sees the old 
man drop it. The old man. goes down 
stairs to the room| set aside for the 
official reporters ‘just under “the 
speaker's lobby. ~On the Senate side, 
the reporters’ room is on the main 
floor, a very short distance from the 
Senate chamber. In this room, the 
reporter dictates his matter either to 
& phonograph or to anoiher steno- 
grapher. Then he returns to. the 
floor to pick up the debate again when 
his turn shall come. The report that 
he makes is absolutely verbatim. Even 
in the report of speeches he exercises 
a certain license and changes. the 
phraseology sometimes—for the most 
practiced speaker, addressing an. audi- 
ence ex tempore, will net round _ off 
his periods as he woyld if he were 
writing at his. desk. Many of the 
little details of the work of. the House 
and Senate are omitted, too This is 
particularly true of what takes place 
in the morning hours of the Senate. 
For example, Mr. Jones of Arkansas 
announces that he is ‘“‘directed by the 
Committee on Indian Affairs to re- 
port the following bills.”’ With this 
announcement Mr. Jones sends three 
reports to the desk. On the following 
morning the Record announces: ‘Mr. 
Jones of Arkansas, from the Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs, to whom 
were referred the following bills, re- 
ported them severally with. amend- 
ments and submitted reports thereon.” 
Then follow the titles of the bills and 
their numbers... Now, in the presenta- 
tion of those reports, Mr. Jones may 
have addressed the presiding officer 


several times before he was recognized, 


and may have had a dispute with 
another Senator about recognition. But 
to publish all these little side scenes, 
visible to the galleries and heard of all 
the Senate, would fill the Record with 
a most amazing jumble. So certain 
forms are used in describing the in- 
troduction of bills, the presentation of 
reports and other formal acts. 
Sometimes it appears that a man 
who is to deliver a speech hands a 
copy of it in advance to the official 
reporter. All that the reporter has to 
do in this case is to follow’ the 
speaker and make such changes in his 
copy as will record the wanderings of 
the speaker. Sometimes a § speaker 
will have his intended speech set up 
at the Government Printing Office and 
proofs run off for his convenience. If 
the reporters have a copy of this proof, 
they follow the speaker through it as 
they would through his manuscript. If 
they have not, they take stenographic 


notes and compare them with the 
proof or manuscript later. It happens 
very often though that the speaker 


wants his speech to appear as he wrot 
it and not as he spoke it. 

If a member of the House or Senate 
wishes to revise his speech before it is 
published, he _ notifies the Public 
Printer, and as soon as the matter is 
set up a proof is sent to him. Some- 
times Senators or members go to the 
reporters’ room and look over the 
manuscript of a speech before it is 
sent to the printer. If the speech- 
maker fails to turn in his copy before 
midnight, the speech does not appear 
in the Record of the next morning, 
but in its place are the words, “Mr. 
withholds his remarks for re- 
vision, and they will appear here- 
after."’ The remarks may appear the 
next day, and they may not appear for 
two weeks—in fact it has happened 
that speeches- have never been pub- 
lished in the Record, although they 
were reported for it. 

In the permanent 
speeches appear theig, regular 
places. The Public Printer does not 
bind the Record which is‘ published 
from day to day. All the matter is re- 
vised and rearranged before the type 
is distributed, and each page is stereo- 
typed again. This is done within four 
days. So, if the Senator or member 
does not send his corrected proof to 
the printer within that 1¢ his speech 
will. not appear in its ace in the 
bound volumes of the Record. 

A good deal of ugly feeling has 
grown out of the interjection into the 
Record of remarks which were not 
made on the “floors of Congress. 
About two years azo Mr. Call of Flor- 
ida had a controversy with Mr. Chan- 
dler of New Hampshire, in the Senate, 
and the debate was rather animated. 
Mr. Call withheld his remarks ‘‘for re- 
vision.” When they appeared Mr. 
Chandler was amazed to find that Mr. 
Call had interjected into his speech a 
savage personal attack. As Mr. Chan- 
dier said, Mr. Call would not have 
made these remarks in Mr. Chandler’s 
hearing on the floor of the Senate. 
Mr. Chandler is decidedly peppery, 
and he is a good fighter. He would 
have made it very warm for Mr. Call, 
as, in fact, he did when the matter 
was discussed after the publication of 
the speech. Mr. Call blustered a good 
deal, but his offensive remarks were 
expunged from the permanent Record. 
Another abuse of the “leave to print,”’ 
which was inaugurated by Congress- 
man Tom Johnson of Cleveland, O., 
was the publication of campaign liter- 
ature wholesale as a part of speeches 
supposed to have been delivered in the 
House. Mr. Johnson and some of his 
colleagues injected extracts from one 
of Henry George's books into speeches 
which they had leave te print before 
the last Presidential campaign; and, 
putting these together, made up the 
whole of Mr. George's book for circu- 
lation as campaign literature. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of copies of it were 
printed. Of course the copies were 
paid for; and they did not cost much 
less at the public printing office than 
they would have cost at some private 
establishment. But, as “extracts from 
the Congressional Record,”” they could 
be sent through the mall under the 
frank of a Congressman; and, in fact, 
that is just what was done with them. 
Both parties share in these pett® im- 
positions on the government. 

Getting out the Record is pretty se- 
rious business. There is a_ special 
force of compositors at the Government 
Printing Office employed on this work. 
The foreman in charge is Aven Pear- 
son. He has had charge of the Record 
since it was established, with the ex- 
ception of a short period during Pub- 
lic Printer Benedict's term, when he 
was out of office. There are eighty- 
two regular printers, who go to work 
on the Record at 6 o'clock in the 
evening. Sometimes, when there is a 
big issue in hand, this number is in- 
creased to 100 or 125. By 6 o'clock a 
large quantity of copy has come down 
from the Capitol. That which comes 
from the reporters is typewritten and 
needs no revision by the foreman. It 
is cut into “takes"’ and distributed 
among the printers, like copy in a 
newspaper office. As fast as it is set 
it is arranged in galleys and taken to 
the proofroom, where first proofs are 
run off. These proofs go to the read- 
ers. There ara ten of these, most of 
them old bands. Five of them have 
copy-holders. They read the matter 
rapidly for typographical errors. The 
other five are “‘silent readers."’ They 
read the copy with a view to correct- 
ing errors in language. Beyond them 
are two other men, experts in the 
business, who examine the corrected 
proofs and give them their final ap- 
proval. The proofreaders in a news- 
paper office can make a mistake and 
take a scolding for it—or a “cussing,” 
as they would call it. The average 
Congressman would be satisfied. with 
nothing less than the discharge of a 
proofreader who would allow a serious 
error to creep into his speech as pub- 
lished in the Record.

When proofs have been read and cor- 


rections made, the type is put in the 
forms. which are stereotyped. There is 
a rule of the joint committee on print- 
ing that the Senate proceedings shall 
come first in the make-up. the House 
proceedings next, and finally the 
speeches withheld for revision. But if 
there is delay in handling the report of 
regular proceedings at the Capitol, the 
foreman of the Record is authorized 
to change this order. .-.. 

Printing from the stereotyped plates 


is done on a Hoe press. which begins 
running -shortly after midnight, and 
turns out 8500 folios of thifty-two 
pages in an hour. These folios are 
taken in charge bv a force of twenty- 
two women and five men. arranged as 
complete books and run_ through 
stitching and cutting machines. Then 
the books are folded, wrapped and ad- 
dressed. The women who do the work 
of. stitching and folding get 25 cents 
an hour. and work eight hours a day, 
except when there is a rush. when they 
have been kept on sometimes as long 
as fifteen hours. The covies of the 


by 4 o’clock in the morning. They are 
delivered to the members of Congress 
before breakfast in the rerular mail. 

The circulation of the Congressional 
Record varies. As a rule only 5000 
copies are run off; .b5ut if there has 
been an: exciting debate in either 
House of Congress the day before, or 
if a notworthy speech has been made 
by Senator or member, the edition fre- 
quently runs up to 7000 or more. Con- 
gressmen who have made speeches on 
the floor and who want to put a lim- 
ited number of them into circulation, 
go to the office of the Congressional 
Record at the Capitol and leave an 
order for the number of copies they 
want. These copies are furnished to 
them at 2 cents each if the issue of 
the Record contains twenty-four pages 
or less. The charge for each additional 
eight pages is 1 cent. The Record is 
on sale at all of the news stands in 
Washington. It has not a very large 
“street sale.’’ though. Its chief cir- 
culation is among Congressmen, rews- 
papers and libraries. It has a list of 
paying subscribers, and the rate of 
subscription for a long session is $8, 
and for a short session. $4. When you 
subscribe for a “long’’ session, the 
Public Printer, ing for Uncle Sam, 
takes chances the number of copies 
delivered to vou. A “long’’ session 
may be six months, or eight months, 
or nine month@ long. If you wish, 
you can subscribe for the Record by 
the month at the rate of $1.50. 


The bound volumes of the Record 
varv in price with the number of vol- 
umes. The Record for the first ses- 
sion of the Fiftieth “ Congress was 
cleven volumes, and its ° price was 
$15.75: the Record for the first ses- 
sion of the Fifty-first Congress was 
twelve volumes. and its price was

session of the Fiftv-second Congress 

was nine volumes, and its price was

THE CITY BANK. 


| Unraveling the Tangle in 


the Courts. 


The Receiver’s Report Corrected 
as to H. O. Colltms. 


Petition Filed to Declare the Bank 
an Insolvent Debtor, 


And to Have Its Property Surrendered for 
the Benefit of the Creditors—A Full 
List of Names of the 
Petitioners. 


The work of unraveling the City 
Bank tangle in the courts is still in 
progress, several matters relating tc 
the defunct institution coming up for 
consideration in tRe legal routine yes- 
terday. In Judge McKinley's court, 
early in the morning, Holdridge O. 
Collins. who had been named as 4 
debtor of the bank, appeared to ask 
that the following order be entered: 

‘“‘Whereas it appears from the report 

of the receiver filed in this cause on 
July 22, that the following item is in- 
cluded under the head of resources— 
bills receivable, towit: ‘H. O. Collins, 
A. D. Childress, indorser. $500.’ (This 
indebtedness was assumed by A. D. 
Childress. and the bank has no claim 
against Collins.) And whereas it ap- 
pears that said City Bank has no claim 
whatsoever against said Collins by 
reason of said item above set forth; 
now. on motion of said H. O. Collins, 
in his own proper person, the said re- 
ceiver being in court by F. W. Bur- 
nett. Esa., his attorney, it is ordered 
that said receiver show cause why 
said receiver’s report shall not be 
amended by striking therefrom said 
item. Notice is waived bv said re- 
ceiver.”’ 
- The order made was merely to re- 
quire the receivef to show cause why 
the report should not be amended, it 
appearing so in the 
court. but explanatory of the sam@ 
the above was prepared and offered 
by Mr. Collins. 

TO BE DECLARED INSOLVENT. °. 

Later in the day a petition was filed 
with the County Clerk. signed by sev- 
eral depositors of the City Bank, ask- 
ing that the institution be declared an 
insolvent debtor. and that its property 
be surrendered for the benefit of cred< 
itors. 

The petition was that of Kaspar 
Holz. George H. Wise. G. A. Steph- 
enson. C. P. Adams and.O. B. Phil- 
lips, and set forth that the bank was 
indebted to them in the respective 
sums of $165, $270.70, $86, $149.98. and 
$100. making a total of $771.68. Fur- 
ther, that no part of said sums has 
been paid, and that neither of the pe- 
titioners has become a _ ecreditor of 
said bank bv assignment: That the 
bank has failed for fortv davs immedi- 
ately preceding the filing of the peti- 
tion to pay any moneys deposited, 
held or received in a fiduciary capa- 
city, and more than forty days before 
the commencement of the first action, 
by notice in writing to all of its de- 
positors, refused payment of such deé- 
posits and moneys received in a fidu- 
cilarv capacity; that the bank has 


never resumed payment or given de-. 
positors notice of intention to resume, 


and has refused, although requested, 
to pay the titioners the money due 
and owing to them. The prayer, there- 
fore. was that the court issue its order 


to the bank to show cause. at atime | 


and place fixed, why it should not be 
adjudged an insolvent debtor, and the 
surrender of its estate be made for 
the benefit of its creditors in the man- 
ner prescribed. 

The granting of the last petition 
will. it is understood. necessarily en- 
tail the appointment of an assignee 
to take charge of the property, this 
step having been considered advisable 
by the depositors. 

IN A QUANDARY. 

The supervisors are in a sort of a 
quandary just now as to how they are 
called upon to act in the matter of the 
shortage in the accounts of the County 
Treasurer, Mr. Shorb, due to the fail- 
ure of the City Bank. When?” the 
bank closed its doors there was on its 
bocks to the credit of the county $28,- 
000, which amount, very naturally, the 
Treasurer cannot produce, it ‘never 
having been refunded to him: At the 
time the county money in the banks 
‘was counted by the Board of Super- 
visors and Dist.-Atty. Dillon, the usual 
formal demand was made upon the 
Treasurer to make up the deficiency. 
Since then it has been intimated that 
the District Attorney would necessa- 
rily be compelled te bring suit against 
Mr. Shorb’s bondsmen to compel them 
to make good the shortage. Yester- 
day afternoon, as the  supervisor¢ 
were in session, a committee of bank- 
ers representing, in an informal way, 
the clearing-house, called to dis- 
cuss the matter. As several of the 
leading banks are sureties on Mr. 
Shorh’s bond, all are more or less in- 
terested in the matter. 

Judge R. M. Widney explained that 
the desire of the committee was that 
the board meet some of their number 
to discuss the question before any sult 
was brought. They had reason to be- 
lieve that a portion, at least, of the 


money placed to the credit of the 
county in the City Bank would be 
forthcoming, and desired that a 


week's time be given t 
could be done. 

Dr. Cochran explained that the 
bendsmen stood ready and willing to 
replace the shortage at any time, but 
theys feared that, by doing so from 
indiftidual funds, th might forfeit 
rights in the premises. Others an- 
nounced themselves to the same ef- 
fect, and, as a whole, the committee 
Was unanimous in the expressions of 
confidence in Mr. Shorb's ability to 
care for the county funds in the proper 
manner. 

As the board adjourned it was ar- 
ranged that the same committee 
should meet with them this morning 
to further consider the matter. 

OUT OF THE CLEARING-HOUSE. 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
clearing-house vesterday afternoon, A. 
D. Childress presented his resignation 
as manager of the clearing-house,which 
wes promptly accepted, and the ex- 
president of the defunct City Bank 
retired to private life. Shortly after 
the failure of the Citv Bank, George 
H. Stewart. resigned as manager of 
the clearing-house, and Mr. Childress 
was elected to the place. This action 
caused some criticism at the time, but 
as the true conditon of the affairs of 
the Citv Bank was not known, it was 
acquiesced in. When the receiver filed 
his report. however. and the inside 
facts were made public. the clearing- 
house banks came to the ovinion that 
8 public good demanded a change. 
The situation was complicated, from 
the fact that Mr. Childress was one of 
the bondsmen of Le Grand Betts as 
deputy county treasurer, and alse 
on the bond of County Treasurer 
Shorb. Mr. Childress was notified that 
his resignation would be agreeable at 
his earliest possible convenience, and 
yesterday afternoon’ it was handed in, 
as above staged, and. as promptly ac- 
cepted. 

It is probable that Mr. Stewart will 
resume the managership of the clear- 
ing-house, from which place he resigned 
to make a place for Childress at the 
time of the failure.

Why Hamilton Shot the 
Sheep-herders. 


Some Points About the Railroad 
Land Cases. 


Henry Farber; the Rape Fiend, Gets 
Twenty Years. 


A Receiver Appointed to Take Charge of the 
Property of the S, M. Perry Com- 
pany—Court Notes 

New Suits. 


Horatio K. Hamilton, the lean and 
lank mountaineer who took several 
shots at two French sheep;herders, 
Bernard Gauchou and Joseph Camon, 
on the morning of Sunday, June 25, 
was on trial yesterday in Department 
One for assault with a deadly weapon. 
The complaining witnesses, Gauchou 


~and Camon, told much the same story 


when placed on the witness stand as 
they did at the time the affair oc- 
curred. They were the owners of a 
large band of sheep, and had been ac- 
customed to change their grazing 
ground as the seasons varied up in the 
Cahuenga Valley. Hamilton was 4 
wwood-cutter, who lived near Russ sta- 
tion, above the little town of Ravenna. 
He had staked out a claim of govern- 
ment land and built a hut thereon, in 
which he lived. Through his claim 
the public road ran, and to change 
their pasture Camon and Gauchou 
found it necessary to drive their flocks 
of sheep over the road, not believing 
that there was anyone who would 
prevent them from so doing. W hen 
they started the sheep along, 
on the Sunday morning mentioned, 
Hamilton came out = and informed 
them that they would have to pa) 
him $5 for the privilege of driving the 
sheep through his property. This the 
men refused to do, whereupon Hamil- 
ton uttered a curse and drew his pis- 
tol. Before the two Frenchmen could 
get out of the way he had pointed 
the revolver at them and fired five 
shots. One of the bullets struck Gau- 
chou, severely wounding him, and an- 
other passed through Camon 5 trousers. 
After firing the og turned 
n down the 
gay denied that he had 
‘fired upon the sheep men without 
that one of them had 
reaghe@l for his hip pocket before he 
pulled his pistol and began to shoot. In 
further justification of what appeared 
‘to be an unprovoked assault he said 
that he had sustained considerable 
damage to growing crops by reason 
of iurpads of the Frenchmen’s sheep, 
the $5 in settlement of suc 
will be concluded 
borning. 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC LAND CASES. 
Cormiderable interest is being taken 
numerous land cases which, 
embdlied under the title of the South- 
ern facific Company vs. Araiza et al., 
are jow pending in the District Court. 
The/recent decision of Judge Ross, 
wherein the demurrer to the complaint 
was overruled. practically decides the 
righs of the railroad company to lands 
sucl as have been acauired by settlers 
une@r similar conditions as that own- 
ed « claimed by Mrs. Araiza, but it is 
yet thought possible that some new 
features may be developed which will 
affect the ultimate findings in the 
case If the application to have cer- 
tain of the cases taken uv separately, 
as not being dependent upen the de- 
cision in the Araiza cause, is not 
granted, as has already been noted, 
it is probable that the defendants 
will allow the plaintiff to take its _de- 
eree on the points advanced in the 
overruling the demurrer and then 
immediately appeal to the Supreme 
Court. The application referred to has 
been taken under advisement by Judge 


The decision rendered does not apply 
to the 4.000.000 acres of land included 
in overlapping grants, held by the 
Supreme Court last term to belong to 
the United States. and on the part 
of the defendants it is maintained that 
for many years past the Supreme 
Court has decided that a railroad com- 
pany obtains no right to indemnity 
land under a grant until such land is 
selected and it is shown to the satis- 
faction of he Interior Department 
that such land is required to supply a 
deficiency of land logt in the primary 
limits of the grant. 

In the cases now at issue the rail- 
road company claims the right to dis- 
posess settlers of title on the ground 
that -he original grants of the com- 
pany included the territorv settled. 

It is said’ that the Supreme Court 


»has never decided otherwise than as 


above noted. but that such is the set- 
tled law in this country. and that the 
government patents to indemnity 
lands, which had not been selected, 
have always been upheld. However, 
it is also admitted by the most learned 
lawyers in this city that the opinion 
delivered by Judge Field in a Northern 
Pacific Railwav case. is somewhat to 
the contrary. It is estimated that 300 
quarter sections of land patented by 
the fnited States to settlers are af- 
fected *by Judge Ross’s decision. 
GOT TWENTY YEARS. 

When Judge Smith sentenced Henry 
J. Farber to twenty vears imprison- 
ment at San Quentin, vesterday morn- 
ing, he undoubtedly provided for the 
safe keeping of one of the most de- 
termined and cold-blooded’ criminals 
whose presence was ever inflicted on 
any community. Only recently has it 
come to light that the brutal assault 
upon Miss Cummings was but one of 
the offenses of which the rape fiend 
is guilty. In Portland, some years 
ago, he shot a police officer under cir- 
cumstances that could not by any: 


means be deemed justifiable, and by | 
his own admission on the witness 
stand. he has been three times con- 


victed of felony. 

He played the part of injured inno- 
cence yesterday when called upon to 
stand up and receive sentence, to per- 
fection. protesting with many tears in 
his staring. fishy eves, that he did not 
commit the assault for which he was 
convicted. On the dav previous. the 
defendant had coolly admitted that he 
expected to get about twenty-five 
years. and to those who knew this. his 
action in court apparently was simply 
an endeavor to work the sympathy 
dodge. 


His ‘tears and _ protestations 
were all 4 vain. however, for the 
court auicWly silenced the demonstra- 


tion and passed the sentence. 
RECEIVER APPOINTED. 
E. L. Burgoin filed a complaint yes- 
terday morning against the S. M. Perry 


_ Company, in which he prayed for judg- 


ment of $614 against the defendant 
company in payment for services ren- 
dered. In the answér that was filed 
shortly afterward, the full amount of 
the debt was acknowledged and also 
the inability of the company to pay.

WALKER ESTATE. 


Chances That a Compromise 
Will Be Effected. 


Hon. P. B. McCabe of Tempe, Ariz., in the 
City for That Purpose—The Facts 
in This Celebrated 
Case. 


Hon. P. B. McCabe of Tempe, <Ariz., 
is a guest at the Nadeau, he having 
come in from the Territory upon busi- 
ness connected with the John Bb. 
Walker estate. 

The case is the same one which at- 
tracted so much attention at one time, 
some two years since, and is, in some 
respects, quite a little romance.- John 
B. Walker was an old-timer in Ari- 
zona, and by a combination of good 
luck and good business management 
amassed property to the amount of 
perhaps a million and a half dollars. 
This, at least, is the estimated value 
of his estate, which is now in litiga- 
tion. 

Soon after Walker's arrival in the 
Territory he contracted an alliance with 
an Indian woman, a member of one of 
the local tribes, and by her had a 
child, now a sturdy half-breed damsel 
of 20 years, who bears the name of 
Juana Walker. : 

This marriage took place upon the 
reservation of the tribe to which Walk- 
er’s wife belonged, and was, of course, 
performed according to the forms and 
customs of her people. Its legality has 
been called in question, but, by a de- 
cision recently obtained in the Terri- 
torial court, the girl Juana has been 
declared a per se legitimate child and 
heir of her father. 

To return, however, to the story. 
Walker was a man of numerous ec- 
centricities, and bore the reputation o/ 
being a “‘cranky”’ individual. No one, 
however, apparently questioned his 
mental soundness, until about two 
or three years ago, when his brother, 
William H., and his half-brother, Lu- 
clen E. Walker, appeared caurt 
and upon representations that he was 
insane had a guardian appointed. This 
put them parfly in control of the prop- 
erty, but as‘there were large interests 
in Los Angeles city and county the 
brothers took steps to protect them 
also. Walker was brought here, exam- 
ined for insanity, and committed to 
Napa, where he subsequently died. 

It was at the time of his examina- 
tion in this city that a part of his 
story was told through the columns of 
the local press. Soon after his death 
there appeared a woman named Mrs. 
Eleanor. Rice of Quincy, who 
claimed to have been martied to 
Walker in 1890 at the house of the 
present Governor of Arizona, Hon. L. 
. Hughes of Tucson. Old-time love 
letters were produced and the marriage 
proven, but as Walker was at that 
time under commitment as insane the 
Supreme Court of Arizona, a month 
ago, set aside Mrs. Rice’s claims as 
Walker's widow, and she has retired 
from the field. 

Mr. McCabe, as attorney for the 
girt Juana, is now engaged with his 
associate, ex-Congressman Barclay 
Henry of San Francisco, in an effort to 
overthrow the claims of the deceased's 
‘brother, W. H. Walker, a resident on 
San Julian street in this city, and the 
half-brother, L. E. Walker, who re- 
Sides in Pasadena. 

A week ago judgment was obtained 
in the Supreme Court of Arizona, and 
now Mr. McCabe has come on to push 
the case in this county. Besides the 
city property and acreage there is a 
sum of $90,000 cash, alleged to be on 
deposit in a certain Los Angeles bank. 
and this is the chief plum of the pud- 
ding, so to speak. . ; 

Among other pieces of mining prop- 
erty in Arizona, the estate includes 
the Vekoe mine in Pike county, one of 
the richest silver deposits so far lo- 
cated, and the only large producer in 
the Territory now being operated. Just 
how long Mr. McCabe will remain in 
the city is uncertain, as a proposition 
of compromise has been made and the 
probabilities now are that the case will 
be settled without further recourse to 
the courts of law.

The Santa [Monica Camp-meeting

(iives Rise to a Decidedly 
Debate.

It is Finally Accepted by a Close Vote, and 
the Necessary Resolutions Passed — 
Several Ministers Declare 
Themselves. 


— 


An adjourned meeting of the Los 
Angeles District Conference of the 
Methodist. Episcopal Church was held 
yesterday afternoon at the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in this city, and 
was largely attended. The gathering 
of brethren in the ministry was with a 
view to taking action in regard to es- 
tablishing a summer home at South 
Santa Monica for camp-meeting pur- 
poses, and the excitement ran high. 
The contingent from Long Beach, at 
which place the Methodist summer 
camp is how held, was well repre- 
sented. Kev. George W. White, 
presiding elder of the _ district, 
as chairman: of the conference, 
was taxed to keep the eminently re- 
spectable members from coming to 
wordy war, and, although the afternoon 
battle raged with unabated energy from 
1:30 till nearly 6 o'clock, the numer- 
ous participants, the great majority of 
whom are white-haired and venerable, 
came out of the contest unruffied, and 
wended their several ways homeward, 
smiling and serene. 

Rev. Mr. Larkin was appointed sec- 
retary, and about the only lull in hostile 
demonstrations, barring the singing of 
a hymn and twoexcellent opening pray- 
ers, was the reading by him of tht min- 
utes of the previous meeting. 

At the outset the object of the meet- 
ing was stated, andthe generous offer 
of the Santa Fe Railroad Company in 
connection with the establishing of a 
Methodist camp-meeting resort at South 
Santa Monica, was brought up. At the 
meeting at Santa Monica, of which this 
Was a continuance, a committee had 
been appointed toinvestigate the Santa 
Fe Company’s proposition and report at 
this adjourned session. The company’s 
proposition, as stated by President 
White, was that it would build a pavil- 
ion capable of seating from two thousand 
to twenty-five hundred people, to be 
located near the station and the beach. 
It Would run a track directly tothe 
beach, grade the ground, plant it and 
beautify it, pipe it with water, lay 
sidewalks from pavilion to beach, ecrecy 
commodious bath houses, give entire 
control of the grounds, do the printing, 
guarantee that no liquor should be sold 
within at least half a_e mile, 
give reduced rates tor assemblies 
and arrange for street-car service 
to Santa Monica, build cottages 
to rent, ani freight lumber free of cost 
to those wishiug to build their own cot- 
tages. It weuld give rent free for a 
long term of vears. The camp wovld 
be underthe control of the company 
when conference was not using it. 
There would probably be five or six 
acres thus provided, and other land 
lies close which could be opened for 
camping purposes if required. 

_This sounded well, and conference 
already saw the grounds laid out and 
the camp bullt. 

At this juncture it was discovered 
that the only proposition yet submitted 
bv the railroad company was a verbal 
one; nothing wasin writing. This was 
an objection. Many of the siivery- 
haired brethren of the church had been 
noted in earlier life for their business 


sagacity, and they wanted the of- 
fer fairiy before them in black 
and white. While they were casting 


about as to what could be done 
ing it, Dr. Stevenson of Santa Monica 
arose and explained that it was not the 
object of the conference to hold a camp- 
meeting there this year. They were 
not to be bound in any way. If this 
proposition is notin writing, ang the 
railroad company does not carrv outits 
verbal statement, there is no harm 
done. There is no risk incurred to the 
church. Dr. Stevenson then introduced 
the tollowing resolution: 

Resolved, thatthe Los Angeles Dis- 
trict Conference, in conference assem- 
bied, hereby tenders to the ofticers of 
the Santa Fe Railroad Company its 
thanks for the generous offer, and, with 
a view to its acceptance, it recommends 
the organization of a Los Angeles dis- 
trict camp-meeting and Epworth 
League association, whose purpose shall 
be to bold during each year a camp- 
meeting and an Evworth League dis- 
trict meeting, and such other meetings 
as desire a permanent and pleasant 
place for assembly. 

Dr. Stevenson further stated that 
this. resolution does not tend to advo- 
cate the removing of their present ex- 
isting camp-meeting at Long Beach, 
any other place. But Santa Monica 
a resort where a Vast amountecf vice is 
congregated. It needs the establishing 
there of direct religious influence. It 
needs the gospel put in there. 

Charles E. Day, president of the Y. 
M.C.A. Ocean Park Company, was 
present and was called for. It was un- 
derstood that he was in receipt of a. 
letter from one of the Santa Fe officials, 
and he was invited, by vote. to make a 
statement. 

Mr. Day, by way of éxplanation, read 
a paragraph trom the Ocean Park Com- 
pany’s prospectus, as follows: 

“ihe members and friends. cf the 
Young Men's Christian Association otf 
Southern California have for some time 
been considering the advisability of es- 
tablishing a seaside resort for the 
direct benetit of the members of the as- 
sociation, and fora place of gathering 
for.all Christian and religious bodies in 
this part of the State. 
different church denominations, tem- 
perance organizations, etc., can hold 
summer meetings, schools, conventions, 
etc., and all feel that it is their home 
and a place in which they have a per- 
sonal interest in its prosperity and 
growth.’ 

He spoke of the selection of a site at 
Santa Monica, of the incorporation of 
the company, and named its directors, 
described the land and stated that 
work will be begun today on the erec-

had been having the Sduth Santa 
Monica arrangements in charge, he 
would be able to advise them’ just how 
far the proposition had materialized, 
and what had been done in their inter- 
est. 

Mr. Dav stated explicitly that he 
had no further interest in presenting 
this letter than to represent his com- 
pany. 

But it proved atorch to gunpowder. 
The discussion that ensued was heated 
and lengthy.

They favored finding out definitely 
what the Santa Fe company would do, 
and when that company went back on 
its proposition, there would be plenty 
of time to join issue with some one 
else. The Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation had made its offer in good 


faith, and did not like the ‘‘financial’’ 
cast construed against it, and Mr. 
Day retreated to the background. 
The Long Beach _ representative, 
A. F. Pomeroy, secretary of 
the land and water company, 


grew excited and charged the district 
conference with breaking faith with 
that resort and not acting as Christian 
business men should act. Valuable 
property had been donated bv the land 
and water company to the camp-meet- 
ing, from which valuable lots have been 
sold, and the company is still holding 
land. Now it wants to go and build up 
another institution. 

Upon this construction of the pur- 
pose of the meeting many members 
spoke hotly. It was valiantly declared 
to be not the purpose to break faith 
with Long Beach.

sition was from the Young Men's 
Christian Association. The action . of 
conference was denounced as grotesque. 
It was moved that all questions before 
the house be tabled, and that confer- 
ence recommence its afternoon labors. 
A rising vote was called, and it was lost 
by only a small majority. On motion 
of Rev. Dr. Campbell speeches - were 
then limited to five minutes. 

The question before the house was 
now called, andthe resolution of Dr. 
Stevensdm was put to vote. It resulted 
in yeas, 23; navs, 20. 

‘The following motion was presented 
by Rev. S. A. Widney: 

Resolved, that the Los Angeles Dis- 
trict Conference Association hereby ex- 
presses its full approbation of the pres- 
ent work at Long Beach. That we de- 
sire to maintain it, and that in consid- 
ering a proposition for the Santa 
Monica camp-meeting we do not intend 
to curtail the work at Long Beach. 

Notwithstanding the fact that such 
action of conference was characterized 
by one of the venerable delegates as 
‘taffy,’ the resolution was almost unani- 
mously adopted. 

The name of Santa Monica having 
been omitted from Dr. Stevenson’s res- 
olution as the place for holding the Los 
Angeles Annual District Camp-meeting 
and Epworth League, it was moved 
that that be considered the place refer- 
red to. The motion prevailed. 

On motion of Dr. Campbell it was au- 
thorized that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed, with power to complete the 
work touchigg the proposition of the 
Santa Fe Railroad Company, of which 
committee the presiding elder should 
be chairman. 

Conference then adjourned to meet at 
the presiding elder's call.

NOT INSANE. 


Statement Regatding E. H. Miller, Formerly 
of San Diego. 


In the San Diego correspondence of 
yesterday’s Times appeared an ac-} 


count of the alleged insanity and dis- 
appearance of E. H. Miller, formerly 
a prominent citizen and politician of 
San Diego. Among other things, it 
was stated that he had been cruel to 
his family; had left them in disiress, 
and was subsequently confined in an 
insane asylum in Chicago. Mr. Mil- 
ler’s family, consisting of a wife and 
five children, recently came to Los An- 
geles to reside, and his young daugh- 
ter, a bright and intelligent girl, yes- 
terday called at The Times office to 
make a statement on behalf of her 
father. She warmly denied that he 
had abandoned his family, or that he 
had ever been cruel to them. She ad- 
mits that he had charges made 
against him while in office, but says 
he was never convicted. He resigned 
under compulsion, went to Arizona 
and subsequently to Chicago seeking 
employment. In that city he fell sick 
and was confined in a hospital; not in 
an asylum, and on his recovery went 
to Denver, still seeking employment. 
This was a month or more ago, since 
which time his family has not heard 
from him. While in the hospital at 
Chicago he was afflicted with neu- 
ralgia in the head, which became so 
severe that his mind was affected. 
Hie wrote to his family, stating that 
he had no employment and was in 
serious mental trouble. He has now 
been absent from San Diego about 
eight months. His family have not lost 
faith in him, and do not believe that 
he has abandoned them. The daugh- 
ter admits that. her father left them 
in distress, but believes that it was 
unavoidable. While in offtce he spent 
all of his salary paving debts con- 
wacted in order to secure his election. 
The wife and children came to this 
city to seek employment.
